Moscow, Nov. 23.—A resolution out­ 
lining the proposed programme of the 
zemstvos*ta 
favoring the 
support of 
the government in its efforts to estab­ 
lish the liberties promised by the im­ 
perial manifesto of Oct. 30, but asking 
for 
the transformation 
of the 
first 
douma into a constituent assembly to 
he elected on the basis of direct and 
universal suffrage, 
which was intro­ 
duced by the executive committee in 
the zemstvo congress during the day, 
was the subject of a prolonged debate 
In which forty speakers participated 
find at tho end of a long evening ses­ 
sion the resolution was referred back 
to the committee for the incorporation 
of any modifications made necessary 
by 
the criticism of it and it will 
lie 
voted on later. 
The leaders of the "Octoberlsts,” as 
the party taking a stand on the mani­ 
festo is called, and other moderates 
concentrated their attack on the sec­ 
tion of th*- resolution calling for a con­ 
stituent assembly, for which M. Guch- 
koff, Count Hayden, 
Prince Eugene 
Troubetskoy, 
Professor 
Kovalevsky 
and others declared that Russia was 
not ready; but it is believed that any 
modification, if made, will be in the 
direction of strengthening 
the condi­ 
tions which have been laid down for 
governmental acceptance. 
The section calling for a thorough 
and severe 
investigation of and 
the 
placing of responsibility for the recent 
disorders met with general approval, 
though M. Guchkoff demanded an in­ 
vestigation not only of the police but 
also of the "reds.” 
The 
resolution 
as introduced 
de­ 
clared that the imperial manifesto sat­ 
isfied 
all demands 
voiced since 
the 
zemstvo congress of a year ago and 
that the1 liberties promised in the mani­ 
festo are 
indispensable to the 
tran­ 
quility of the country, and the congress 
therefore deciares 
itself in complete 
solidarity 
with 
this 
constitutional 
basis. 
The cabinet, so long as it ad­ 
heres to the spirit of the manifesto, 
can count 
upon the support 
of the 
great majority 
of the zemstvos and 
municipalities, 
says 
the 
resolution. 


Other Demands in the Resolution. 


Fniversal suffrage in elections to the 
douma, a constituent assembly, a con­ 
stitution, territorial reforms, investiga­ 
tions of outrages in various parts of 
the country, trial of local and police 
officials culpably involved in disorders, 
| frrH amnesty for political prisoners and 
abolition 
of capital punishment 
are 
also demanded in the resolution. 
M. Guchkoff and Count Hayden op­ 
posed not only the demand for a con­ 
stituent assembly, but also that for di­ 
rect elections, 
for which they 
said 
Russia was not sufficiently developed. 
M. 
Ofichkoff, who 
is regarded 
as 
Count 
W itte’s spokesman, 
defended 
martial law*, saying that extraordinary 
measures were necessary in extreme 
cases. 
He wats continually interrupted 
by cries of "enough” from the social­ 
ists in the audience and the extremist 
delegates. 
Prince Troubetskoy rebuked the dis­ 
turbers. 
He said he was opposed to 
martial law, especially in Poland, but 
the delegates ought to give a respect­ 
ful hearing to all opinions, especially 
if they were unpopular. 
The decision, practically, of the con­ 
gress to co-operate 
with the govern- 
Tre nt 
of Count Witte 
is extremently 
distasteful 
to the social 
democrats, 
the party organization of which sent a 
letter to the congress saying the dele­ 
gates had sold themselves to the gov­ 
ernment, but that the socialists would 
show’ them up to the people as traitors 
and would continue to prosecute their 
campaign for a democratic republic. 


Vienna, Nov. 23,—A dispatch from 
Constantinople says the reply of the 
porte, which was handed Baron von 
Calico, the Austro-Hungarian ambas­ 
sador, during the evening, rejects the 
proposals of the powers on all points 
and declares that the public opinion of 
Turkey would not countenance their 
acceptance.

K indly favor me with space for reply 
to an article in T he D immtoh under date 
of Nov. 21st, and headed “Going After 
County Affairs.” 
F rom the article referred to it would 
appear to the causal reader, th a t I, as 
county auditor, hail preferred a bill of 
#460 for making up lists of forfeited 
property for the use and purpose of the 
late tax sales. 
I 
desire to correct this 
statement, though the preparation of 
the lists for use at said sales involver! 
an amount of work, exceeding in volume 
t h a t of tho BKK) forfeited sale, and for 
which tho legislature provided extra 
compensation, ami for which I received 
such extra allowance. 
V et in the case 
of tho late forfeited sales, no extra co m ­ 
pensation has been asked by me, though 
we burned Iota of midnight oil, and 
I 
employed as much as three extra a s ­ 
sistants, the compensation of w hich did 
not come out of county treasury. 
I he item of $100, which the board ac­ 
corded to me at its last session and from 
which an appeal was taken, was for an 
entirely different work. 
Some five years ago the board p u r ­ 
chaser! three book, two for the county 
and one for the city, for the purpose of 
having same prefected into a delinquent 
tax record 
for the whole county, such 
a work as this is at no time part of the 
routine work of the auditor, but after 
tho hooks are once 
written up, then it 
becomes the duty of the auditor to keep 
the same up without special com pensa­ 
tion therefore. 
In talking with men 
who visit every county in the state, I 
learned th a t Crow Wing county was 
about the only county in 
the state, 
which did riot possess such a set of 
records ami I could cite several instan­ 
ces, th at have come to my knowledge of 
the county having paid for such work 
extra. 
I have from time to time repre­ 
sented to the board the urgent necessity 
of getting up these dates, b u t the figure 
at which I thought the work could 
be 
done 
seemed too 
high, 
and 
they 
were unwilling to incur the expense, 
until this summer on a renewed repre­ 
sentation on my part and an offer to 
cause the work to bo done at about one- 
half of what I considered th** jot) worth 
at the same time stating t h a t I ju st as 
leave they would employ outside Help 
for tho work. 
Tho board thereupon ap 
pointed a committee to look into the 
matter, which committee stated the a d ­ 
visability of entering into an arrange­ 
ment with me, t h a t 
I be authorized to 
hire such help as might be neceessarv 
for the job 
whereupon the board unan 
imously adopted the report of its com­ 
mittee and authorized me to begin and 
complete the work. 
I think no one who is unbiased and 
has a knowledge of the facts, questions 
the desirability of procuring these re­ 
cords, as it saves much time, both for 
tho auditor, who has plenty of work on 
his hands, and the public who can bo 
informed almost on the instant of the 
condition as to taxes of any piece of prop­ 
erty in the county 
The legal profession, 
real estate men and large property own­ 
ers generally, will fully agree with mo 
in this statement.

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 23.— Midship 
man Minor Meriwether, Jr., of Lafay­ 
ette, La., a member of the third class 
of the naval academy, was put on trial 
here during 
the day before 
a naval 
courtmartial on charges that Include 
that of manslaughter in having caused 
the death 
of Midshipman 
James R. 
Branch, Jr., of New York, a member 
of the class above him as a result of a 
prearranged hat fight which took place 
on the evening 
of Sunday, Nov. 5, 
last. 
An operation was performed on 
Midshipman Branch 
the next night, 
but he died on the following Tuesday 
morning. 
The 
first 
and 
gravest 
charge 
is 
manslaughter 
In 
having 
caused 
tho 
death 
of 
Midshipman 
Branch, 
but 
there 
are 
two 
other 
charges, the second supported by two 
specifications and the 
third by one. 
Th*' second charge is violation of the 
Third clause of the Highth article of 
the rub's for the 
government of the 
navy. 
The first specification is that 
Meriwether 
applied 
to Branch 
the 
names of sneak and coward and the 
second that he assaulted him. 
Tile 
third charge of conduct to the preju­ 
dice of good order and discipline speci­ 
fies that Meriwether engaged iii a fight 
with Branch. 
The sad incident 
of the death of 
young Branch tinder unusual circum­ 
stances has been widely told and has 
called attention to the existence in the 
naval academy of an unwritten code 
governing the student body, but quite 
outside 
the authoritative regulations 
and generally 
in violation 
of them. 


Fights Fixed Under the Code. 
Under the “code” every detail of these 
fights is fixed, the midshipmen on duty 
abstaining from reporting 
them and 
excusing from formation those con­ 
nected with them. 
These facts were 
very clearly brought out both by the 
judge advocate and in the cross-exami­ 
n a t i o n by Lieutenant Robison for the 
defense. 
The witnesses during the day includ­ 
ed Branch's roommate, the referee and 
J timekeeper of the contest, and all the 
four sec onds. 
They were all examined 
in a greater or loss degree about all 
the circumstances of the fight, the con­ 
nection of the “code” and their ideas 
of their duty under the regulations, al­ 
though this subject was not pressed 
to such a degree that the midshipmen 
were put on their defense as to the 
binding force of their oaths upon en­ 
tering the institution to obey all its 
regulations. 
The "code” system was therefore 
not directiy put on trial, although it 
was 
very thoroughly 
ventilated 
at 
times. 
To the credit of the midshipmen it 
should be said that every one of them 
gave 
indication 
of 
being 
perfectly 
frank and 
showing that there 
was 
nothing about the system 
that they 
need conceal, and 
if there was they 
would tell it notwithstanding. 
Midshipman Fitch, who refereed the 
fight that resulted in Branch’s death, 
testified that he had refereed nineteen 
fights, and 
Midshipman McKittrick 
testified that he had taken part in nine. 
Details were given 
of how' midship­ 
men on 
duty acquiesced 
in absence 
front 
duty 
and other 
derelictions 
in order that the fights might go on. 


May Have Winked at the Code. 
The testimony 
also showed 
that al­ 
though frequently severe injuries re­ 
sulted 
front 
the fights and the partici­ 
pants 
often 
had 
to be taken to the 
hospital 
nothing 
further was 
ever 
heard 
of them. This 
the 
defense 
brought out on 
cross-examination, it 
being evidently intended to show' that 
the 
authorities also 
winked 
at the 
‘ code” and the pre-arranged fights. 
An int resting sidelight to hazing or 
“running” as it is called at the acade­ 
my developed from the testimony of 
one of the midshipmen. 
Meriwether 
had been 
generally disliked, 
it was 
said, because he was too “ratty,” that 
is, it was alleged that he did not abide 
by the rule! laid down for the govern­ 
ment of the lower classmen. 
Some of 
these were 
that he should 
turn all 
corners at right angles, should not look 
at an upper classman and should an­ 
swer most respectfully when addressed 
by one of them; that he must never 
touch the table nor ask for anything 
during a im a1 
and under no c ircum­ 
stances “fti 
that is, to be in the so­ 
ciety of young 
women. 
These rules 
and others are contained In that part 
of the “coi 
relating to the govem- 
Uit nt of un 
r classmen. 
Branch had
